Between 1*500 and 2,000 career officers and NCO's have been dismissed from 
the Army recent ly. (There have bean about 3,000 dismissals in the SNB purge*) 

As a result of the purge the Army is disorganised and demoralised* In many 
cases sergeants are company commanders* It is generally believed that the Army, 
under present conditions, is unable to undertake any action whatever* The Com- 
munists want to replace the dismissed officers with new ones picked from the 
ranks of the workers* Those chosen will attend a one-year course and then, if 
they graduate successfully, will be accepted in the Military Academy*

They were packed in wood shavings 
to give the impression that glassware was being shipped* A group of ten 
packers worked for several days on the shipment after working hours in a 
separate room and under the supervision of the SNB a It is assumed that the
